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| Greatest Under-Water Tunnels | 


constructed was that under the 

Thames between Rotherhithe 
and Wapping, London, which 
carried to completion under the di- 
rection of I. K. Brunel, a celebrated 
English engineer, who died 69 years 
ago. The tunnel was commenced in 
1825 and was opened in 1843. It was 
driven at places through. liquid mud, 
at a cost of about $6500 per lineal 
yard. Six workmen lost their lives 
as the result of an irruption. 

The tunnel has a length of 1300 
feet. It-‘is now owned by the East 
London Railway. Several other tun- 
nels have since been constructed un- 
der the Thames, and improved en- 
gineering methods have greatly re- 
duced the cost. The first tunnel un- 
der the Hudson River at New York 
was started in 1874, but was long 
abandoned, and only completed in 
1908, through the efforts of William 
G. McAdoo, who recently resigned as

tor-General of Railroads. In 1872 
Cheseborough commenced a tunnel 
under the Detroit River, connecting 
Canada with Michigan, but continued 
irruptions of water led to the aban- 
donment of the scheme, which was 
brought to completion only a few 
years ago. The first important suba- 
queous tunnel in America was that 
under the St. Clair River, connecting 
Sarnia, Ont., and Port Huron, Mich.,
